“MENTAL DIFFERENCES BETWEEN

Professor Romanes made: the “ Mental 
Differences between Men and Women” the 
topic of alectura ‘tecently delivered at the 
Royal Institution. The views hia remarks 
diseloaed are thogs whieh must, we fancy, be 
entertained by every well-informed and un. 
prejudiced observer. Montal’ differences do 
exiat betweon men and women, which are 
not simply tho differonces betweon’ indivi- 


duals of the two sexes, but of a nature to
